Waahlagton, July 19.— A re- 
msrtahla aartes of facts which have 
come to light within the last twen- 
ty-fouc boura Indicate that packera 
Of embalmed beef are the Inflneneea 
that have been principally behind 
the plot to have Dr. H. W. Wiley 
onatad (ram puhUe sarrlea. 

Manufacturers of embalmed beef 
are at present, by virtue of an or- 
der lannad by tha Dapartmaat of 
Agriculture, permitted to uss ben- 
zoate of 80<ia In whatever quantl- 
tlea they ma^ .i. ~,t.' Dr. Wiley 
not only opposed the Issuance of 
this order, maintaining that the 
preaarvatlva la decidedly harmful 
in its effects upon the human sya- 

tetn Vvt ^.''.F wr rVf-;'; -jv.t'.: '.n;;'.y tO 
educate the people to the danger 
lurking in i)acked meats in which 
bensoate Is used. The result is that 
several Statea have passed legisla- 
tion abaolntaly forblddlag the use 
of tha drag la any quantity what- 
soever. Therefore Dr .Wiley baa 
become a standing menace to the 
embalmed beef industry. "This 
man Wiley has got to go," waa the 
edict that went out from the em- 
balmed meat manufacturers. 

When Dr. Wiley held that ben- 
soate of soda was harmful to the 
human system, the packers appealed 
to the Remsaen referee board, es- 
pecially packed with friends of the 
food dopers, which board very 
promptly and obligingly reversed 
Dr. Wiley. Tha * hoard bald that 
benaoa t a of soda la small quanti- 
tlea, apeeUled as five-tenths of one 
gram per day, was not Injurious to 
healthy persons. But when the or- 
der was Issued legalizing the une of 
henzoate, no limitation wbataoever 
waa made as to the amount of the 
drug tho packers might una. 

BamatfcaMa alrenmsUnees at- 
tended the tsaalag of the order let- 
ting down the bars to the food do- 
pers. The order waa laaued on 
March 3, 1909, and was placed In 
circulation March 4 — the day Pres- 
ident Taft went Into office. It was 
signed hy Oearaa B. Gortalyon. Oa- 
car €. Straia and Jamea Wilson, 
three eahlaat oBeers. as required by 
taw. Of the three men, two were 
to retire from olTlce the next day 
and actually retired before the 
scope of their order became known. 

This order ghrlag Oovammaat 
sanction to this aaa of tba prodaet 
of henaole aald meant that we 
j^ara going back' 6,000 years, for 
|bsaaoln ar lla products had not 



been used in the preservation of 
flesh since the Egyptians atopped 
embalming their dead. 

Chemist Floyd W. Robinson, one 
of Dr. Wiley's prominant aaalstants. 
recently appeared as a witness 
against bensoate In an action 
brought by the State of Indiana to 
prevent the sale of foods containing ^ 
henzoate, and before Dr. Wiley had 
a chance to intervei^. ^Robinson's 
dismissal "for tha good of tha ser- 
vice" followed. 

"Find the Influence that was 
I)owerful enough t" have the three 
cabinet ollicers issue the order legal- 
izing- tlie doping of foods," say Dr. 
Wiley's friends, "and yoa will learn 
the Identity of tha men who have 
ever siace been plotting ta hnva Dr. 
Wiley ousted." 

Sirirp Taft has been in the White

Wiley instead of having co-operated 
with him la the lateraata of pare 
food. 

In his decision sgalnst Dr. Wiley. 
In the Interest of adulterated whis- 
key, the Prealdent reversed the 
flndlnga of ex-Preeldent Roosevelt, 
former Attorney General Bonaparte, 
Chief Oovemmant Chemist Dr. H. j 
W. Wiley, Secretary of Agricaltare 
Wilson, the Remsaen bosrd, the ^

They were taken off and hrouKht 
Into Boston by the steamer Bunker 
Hill, while the woman's husband, 
CapUln A. B. Maserlll, and his 
crew of four stayed by the wrecked 
schooner and were taken off later 
by the revenue cutter nresham. 

"I never exjiected to tjft to 
shore," said Mrs. Mazerlll in the 
cabin of the Bunker Hill, with her 
baby tucked in her arma. "All 
night we expected to perish every 
minute. All yesterday the old 
schooner was wallowing In a heavy 
sea, beaten by a fearful storm of 
wind and rain. As night came on 
the storm grew worse. The ship 
was leaking badly. Then there 
came an awfifl crash and both 
masts went overboard. 

"The vessel settled to the level of 
tlip water. My Inisbnnd and the 
crew took the hatiy and nie anil lash- 
ed us on top of the afterhouse. The [ 
waves swept over u.^ constantly. 
Sometimes we could scarcely 
breathe. Then the lashings that 
held us on the afterhouse broke. 
We would have been carried over- 
board If two of the men had not 
held us. My liusl.n"cl mnde the 
ropes fast again. Tiiey broke once 
more, and then he took us onto the 
quarter deck and lashed me there. 

"But at last day cane. The wst- 
er was calmer. Then we saw the 
ateamer. She saw our signals and 
stood by. The crew hailed out a 
boat and my hu.sli.md Bald I must 
Ro on the ship with tlie baby. When 
we f?ot to the steamer I think I 
fainted. I do not see how we are 
alive now. I am so weak I cannot 
telk much, but my baby la all right, 
M I am happy."

a guard of four men. 

When all the bodies are recover- 
ed, formal exercises will be held and 
their delivery on boaiV the Leonla- 
dea wUl he Bwrked l>y a aalute from 
the Cabanas, Morro, La Punta and 
Santa Clara batteries. This will be 
done at the special request of the 
Cuban Covernment. The bodies 
were taken to-day on board a barge, 
and every attempt waa made to 
keep th* removal qnlat. 

A view of Captain Sigabee's quar- 
ters and the berth deck below the 
Captain's cabin, which now Is be- 
ing cleaned out by hyiiraulic 
streams, is now had. Tbe celling, 
woodwork and such furniture as re- 
malna are eovered by bamaclee and 
oysters. The table fro* the ward- 
room mess Is eafen apart, but the 
elaborate carving and Inlaying are 

still visiliie. 

The mud Is nearly all removed 
from the berth deck, and the engin- 
eers are somewhat disappointed not 
to And Dsrwin Merrltt's body. 

Half the working force was laid 
off this afternoon, as Major Fergu- 
son thinks the cofferdam does not 
need such careful attention. There 
was no work this afternoon and 
will be Boae to-morrow, but the 
cleaalBg aad removal of mud will 
begiB agaia ob Monday.
